TOWN WARRANT 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 
[L. 8. ] 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Salem, in the County of 
Rockingham, in said State, Qualified to Vote in Town 
Affars: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town house, in said 
town, on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March next, at six 
thirty (6:30) of the clock in the forenoon, to act ee the 
following subjects : 

ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 

Art. 2. To choose two (2) delegates to a convention to 
revise the constitution. 

Art. 3. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations for the same. 

Art, 4. To see if the town will vote to raise any more 
money for the repairs of highways than the law requires. 

Art. 5. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, commit- 
tees, or officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating 
thereto, 

Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the town 
treasurer to hire, with the approval of the selectmen, such 
sums of money as may be needed for general purposes in 
anticipation of taxes. 

Art, 7. To see what action the town will take relative to 
lighting the streets, and raise money for the same. 

Art. 8. To see if the town will vote to accept a gift to 
be known as the John H. Dix fund, in accordance with pro- 
visions in the will of John H. Dix. 
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Art. 9 (By request). To see if the town will vote to bal- 
lot on all articles calling for appropriations of more than 
five hundred dollars ($500). 

ArT. 10 (By request). To see if the town will vote to raise 
a sum of money not to exceed two thousand dollars ($2,000) 
for the purpose of providing police officers for the ensuing 
year. 

Art. 11 (By request )—To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500) or any part 
thereof, for the removal of snow from the highways. 

Art, 12 (By request). To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of two hundred and fifty dollars ($250), or any 
part thereof, for the use of Ernest W. Young Post, No. 63, 
American Legion, to be expended in the observance of Memo- 
rial day in the year 1930, 

ArT, 13 (By request). To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of eight hundred dollars ($800), or any part 
thereof, above the sum required by law, for the support of the 
~ Salem free public library for the year 1930. 

Art, 14 (By request). ‘To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of one hundred and fifty dollars ($150), or any part 
thereof, to maintain and improve the town common and the 
public square near Pine Grove cemetery. 

Arr. 15 (By request). To see if the town will vote to 
extend its water main from No. 8 school house to the resi- 
dence of Arthur G. Kelley, or any part of this distance, and 
raise money for the same. 

Art. 16 (By request). To see if the town will vote to 
eontinue the Millville street road construction with gravel 
and tar, and raise the sum of fifteen hundred dollars 
(~1,500), or any part thereof, for the same. 

ArT. 17 (By request). To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000), or any part 
thereof, to be expended in the continuance of the gravel and 
tar road on School street. 7 

Art. 18 (By request). To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000), or any part 
thereof, to repair the Pelham road.

To see if the town will vote to re- 
pair with cinders the Cluff Crossing road from Broadway to 
Foster’s Corner, and raise four hundred dollars ($400), or 
any part thereof, for the same. |

pair Cross street with cinders and raise the sum of four hun- 
dred dollars ($400), or any part thereof, for the same. 

Art. 33 (By request). To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of three hundred dollars ($300), or any part thereof, 
to repair Granite avenue from Pine street to the residence 
of Richard Fallows. i

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The Salem School Committee hereby reports some of the 
work accomplished this year and also the needs in the near 
future. 

The Center School or No. 1 did not require much this 
past year, but the interior is fast becoming dingy and will 
need redecorating this year or next. 

The left entrance at School No. 3 (near Conley’s) had the 
walls and ceiling covered with sheetrock and this was painted 
to correspond with the rest of the school. This school will 
not need a great deal, but if the jacketed stoves prove effi- 
cient at some of the more crowded rural schools, then one 
should be provided for this school. 

The No. 4 School at North Salem needed a few minor 
repairs. A new wire fence was put up on the west side of the 
grounds to replace the board one which was blown down. The 
same stove conditions exist at this school as at No. 3. 

The Millville School, No. 5, is in good repair on the exte- 
rior. ‘The interior is poorly arranged and the light is very 
‘poor. This will require higher windows, rearrangement of 
the desks, and a jacketed stove, as the school has a large 
number of pupils. The interior will also have to be repainted 
as it is now peeling. 

The Depot School, or No. 6, had a portion of its root 
shingled as the article called for last meeting. 'The rest of 
the roof was patched and the.entrance roofs were regraveled. 
The interior is very poor, the walls being cracked and the 
paint in very poor condition. The rooms are very dark and 
are in need of good electric lights and also new wiring, as 
the present is not very safe. The grounds are in very bad 
condition and do not make a beauty spot for Salem. 

The Dark Entry School, No. 7, was painted on the outside 
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as asked for last meeting. The ceiling was covered with 
sheetrock and the whole interior was repainted. This school 
also needs the jacketed stove, as there are a large number 
of pupils. 

The No. 8 School required extensive repairs. The interior 
was in very poor condition and was repainted entirely. The 
roof leaked and was patched, but will have to be done soon. 
The foundation and the chimney will also have to be repaired. 
The leeching field to the septic tank was not large enough 
and had to be enlarged. 

The Hampshire Roads School, No. 9, did not require much. 
Wire screening was put on the lower windows to prevent 
breakage and also other breaks. This school needs painting 
badly and must be done this year. The water question is the 
most serious here, although the well had water in as soon 
as any other in the locality. The only solution of this other 
than the town supply would be the drilling of a deep well, 
and this would mean a new pump. This would be very ex- 
pensive and we do not believe it advisable. 

The old No. 9 building would need repairing if the district 
expects any income from it, but we believe that it should be 
sold and will have an article to be allowed to sell it. 

The No. 10 building is idle, but only needs minor repairs 
to keep it in condition so that it will not depreciate. 

The Woodbury High is the next building. The roof or 
the flashing has corroded and needs renewing, with the excep- 
tion of a small portion which was replaced with copper. 
The interior is becoming dingy and the walls should be cov- 
ered with a washable paint. The manual training should be 
considered so as to make our Junior High approved by the 
state, and a place should be provided for this as soon as the 
financial conditions will allow it. A wire fence will have to 
be put up on the west side of the grounds as agreed. 

The school costs and needs have increased somewhat, but 
still our cost per pupil is among the lowest in the state. 
Our teachers’ salaries are very moderate and we find out- 
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selves in a hard position to keep the best, for the high Mass- 
achusetts salaries attract them. However, our aim is to get 
the best education possible for our pupils, and still keep the 
costs moderate.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 
To the School Board and Citizens of Salem: 


Herewith I submit to you my third annual report, together 
with the reports of Headmaster Seward F. French of the 
High School, Mrs. Thompson, Supervisor of Music, and Miss 
Helen Thomas, School Nurse. | 

We had eight changes in the teaching force effective in 
September, due to voluntary resignations. Two of these were 
in the High School and six in the elementary grades. 

There were 683 pupils enrolled in the schools last year, 
which is 16 more than during the year that ended in June 
1928. The attendance averaged 95.7 per cent of the mem- 
bership. This figure is a little better than the average for 
the state for this period. Forty-four pupils were graduated 
from the eighth grade and nearly all of these entered High 
School. | 

The following table shows the increase in attendance in 
the Salem schools for a period of six years: 


Number of pupils enrolled in 1924, 496. 
Number of pupils enrolled in 1925, 521.

The comparative cost of schools is of interest to the public. 
The per pupil cost in Salem elementary schools for last year 
was $56.70. Only eleven of the 244 school districts of the 
state had a less per pupil cost. There were but six public 
high schools out of the 85 in the state that had a lower per 
pupil cost than that of Salem. The low cost per pupil in 
elementary schools is due in part to the fact that in nearly 
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every school there is a large number of children, Teachers’ 
salaries have also been a factor. 


The task of selecting teachers is perhaps the most serious 
and most important task the superintendent has to perform. 
He has to be able to read personal characteristics from obser- 
vation and interviews aided somewhat by recommendations of 
others. He must attempt to analyze what we call person- 
ality; the qualities of tact, charm, earnestness, loyalty, poise, 
zeal, physical soundness, mental ability and the ability to 
meet the moral and spiritual obligations so necessary in in- 
fluencing the character of the young. 


The salary Salem pays necessitates usually the securing 
of teachers without experience; we do require them to have 
had normal school training. I believe the time is in sight 
when with the assistance of state aid, we shall be able to pay 
salaries that will attract and hold desirable experienced 
teachers. 


It was reported last year that the one room rural schools 
were below standard in lighting, heating, and toilet facilities. 
Number 5 School at Millville Lake is most in need of im- 
provement. By putting in additional windows on the left 
side of the room, changing the seating arrangement, install- 
ing a jacketed heater, and giving the walls a light buff tint, 
this room would be greatly improved. These changes would 
make the school standard except in the case of toilets. A 
jacketed heater is also greatly needed at the Number 7 School. 
The interior walls of Number 1 and Number 6 Schools are 
in such condition that they should be retinted soon. 


An increasing number of school districts in this state have 
been arranging a school calendar which would provide for 
thirty-six actual weeks of school in the elementary grades. 
We are at the present time about one week short of this ideal. 

At a meeting held recently at the Concord High School, 
and at which meeting nearly three hundred school board 
members and superintendents attended, the arent teak facts 
were emphasized : 
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New Hampshire adopted a new school code in 1919, which 
has been in operation for ten years. The code has raised the 
quality of the schools in the less favored districts, financially. 
It magnified need of higher efficiency in the rural and ele- 
mentary city schools. It gave added power and increased 
support to the State Department of Education, especially 
authorized it to create standards of attainment for secondary 
and private schools. 

The code of 1919 provided equal length of school year for 
cities and rural communities, and no school in the state is in 
session less than thirty-six weeks. Now boys and girls in 
the most remote districts in New Hampshire are as well pre- 
pared for high school as those in the cities. The high school 
attendance increased forty per cent in ten years, and twice 
as many high school students go to college as ten years ago. 
The high school enrollments have increased six times as many 
as In elementary schools. 


In 1919 few one-room schools had a teacher who had a nor- 
mal school education. Now a majority of these schools are 
taught by normal school graduates. In 1919 many children 
were far from high school opportunities; now 90 per cent 
are within easy driving distance of a high school. Now all 
schools have the advantage of school superintendents who 
are college graduates, who have taught at least five years, 
who have satisfactory personal and professional records, and 
give their entire time to school supervision. 

No new untrained teachers are employed and only un- 
trained teachers of successful experience are retained. 


Before 1919 one-fifth of the schools changed teachers dur- 
ing the year. The mid-year change of teachers in 1919 was 
540. In 1929 it was only 98. 

In nothing has there been greater progress than in the pro- 
fessional service rendered by the State Normal Schools at 
Plymouth and Keene. They are graduating students from 
the four-year course and every graduate is engaged in the 
state at once. They also graduate students from two-year 
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and three-year courses for elementary and junior high schools, 
and they are all employed in the state. 

In only eight of the forty-eight states is the state tax for 
local public schools as low as in New Hampshire. In the 
state five times as much tax money is paid teachers as is ex- 
pended for school buildings; and twenty-six times as much 
for teachers as for all administrative expenses. 

The “Junior High” or Grades 7 and 8 at Woodbury High 
School is not an approved Junior High School. We meet all 
the requirements except we do not have manual training. It 
will be recalled that we gave up this branch because of lack 
of room. With a trained teacher, this work may be made a 
valuable training for our boys. I believe we should try to 
establish this work again. 

The scholarship medals for the eighth grade, given by the 
Board of Trade, were awarded as follows: 


Gold medal, William Crowell. 
Silver medal, Arthur Railton. 
Bronze medal, Barbara Dickey. 


The work of the schools is progressing well this year. 
Achievement tests given at intervals show that good progress 
is being made. 

In conclusion I express my thanks to the School Board 
for their generous support and commend the time and energy 
they have expended so generously for the good of the schools. 
I also commend the effective and loyal work of the teachers 
in guiding the pupils forward on the road to good citizenship. 
The work of the year has been very pleasant.

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WOODBURY HIGH SCHOOL. 
To the Residents of the Town of Salem: 


Woodbury High School is now in the fifth year of its exist- 
ance and usefulness to the community. The giving of a 
_report of various statistics and conditions of the school is a 
pleasure. The enrollment of the school remains about the 
same, although decreased over last year’s enrollment at the 
present time to the extent of seven, and as I stated last year, 
the enrollment seems to be about normal for a town the size 
of Salem. 

The enrollment of all six grades at the Woodbury High 
School is 212 boys and girls. The classes vary in size from 
twenty-four in the Junior class to fifty-two in the Freshman 
class, which is the largest class. This is to be expected. 
Under normal conditions we should look for a graduating 
class of about thirty. The graduating class this year will be 
thirty-three if all pass their work. 


Hight persons make up the faculty of the school, who are 
handling the work as follows:

The Freshman Class is the only class where there was too 
large an enrollment to do satisfactory teaching, so the class 
has been divided into two groups. This enables the teacher 
to do more individual work with the pupils. 

The scholastic standing of the school is improving. There 
are several sources from which we draw our conclusions. The 
school is approved by the State Department of Education and 
the New England College Certificate Board, and has had 
successful results with its former students in college. The 
headmaster was proud to receive word from one college stat- 
ing that a former pupil of Woodbury High School was on 
the Honor Roll. Another nearly reached this honor. The 
pupils of the entire school have just taken achievement tests 
and in nearly every case the results have been very satisfac- 
tory. ‘These tests are a source of comparison of the work 
done in our school with that of schools all over the country. 
The headmaster would be pleased to interview any parent 
regarding their child and their type of work. It might be 
especially valuable to both parent and student that such in- 
terview should take place, especially when the parent is con- 
sidering sending the child to college. Such an interview 
does not necessarily concern only Seniors but may act as a 
guide to Freshmen or boys or girls entering high school next 
fall. Failures at college could in many cases be avoided by 
the pupils following the advice given them and either not 
attending college or entering the proper courses at college. 

The outside activities of the school are the same as usual. 
Various events becoming more or less conventional. The 
scores of our teams have not been the best, but the policy of 
the school is to be able to play. The question of a field 
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where a better program can be carried out is still before us. 
The committee is still at work on a location. Athletics are 
expensive and the equipment used should be of the best. The 
policy of athletic growth must be controlled. by the funds 
available. We are finding that to earn this amount with en- 
tertainment is almost impossible and some other source of 
aid will have to be found. 

The school has established a library. We need reference 
books. There are a few copies but in no sense a sufficient 
number for convenient work. The greater our reference li- 
brary the more efficient work will be done. Next year it will 
be necessary to replace books which we have used for the past 
five years. These copies have given unusual service. 

The spirit of cooperation between the school and the people 
it serves is excellent. More people should become personally 
acquainted with the school and the aims of modern educa- 
tion. As ever your headmaster stands ready to serve the 
community in any way possible. An interview with me at 
the office, your home, or my home might help both parent and 
child in getting more out of school. My hours are at your 
convenience.
